You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects: 

First. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Second. To choose three Selectmen, Overseer of the 
Poor, Collector of Taxes, Highway Agent, and all other 
necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

Third. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 

Fourth. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to repair highways and bridges for the en- 
suing year. 

Fifth. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary for the construction and repair of sewers and 
sidewalks for the ensuing year. 

Sixth. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the improvement of the cemeteries of 
the town, or act thereon. 

Seventh. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day, or act thereon. 

Eighth. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of three hundred dollars to provide a free bed at 
the Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital, or act thereon. 

Ninth. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise to assist in the work of the Visiting 
Nurse Association, or act thereon. 

Tenth. To see what sum of money the ‘town will 
vote to raise for the benefit of the West Lebanon Li- 
brary, or act thereon. 

Eleventh. To see what action the town will take to 
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enable it to secure the benefits of the provisions of 
“‘An Act to provide for State Aid and for the perma- 
nent improvement of Main Highways throughout the 
State’’ Approved February 24, 1905 and amended, or 
act thereon. 

Twelfth. To see what action the town will take to 
enable it to secure the benefits of the provisions of 
*““An Act in Amendment of Section 8, Chapter 35 of 
the Laws of 1905, and Section 20 of Chapter 155 of 
Laws of 1909 relating to maintenance of Highways’’ 
approved April 15, 1911, or act thereon.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


Lebanon has been very free from contagious dis- 
eases during the past year. 

In Lebanon village there has been one case of diph- 
theria, two cases of measles and three cases of typhoid 
fever. In addition to the above there was one sporadic 
ease of cerebro-spinal meningitis which was fatal. Also 
two very mild cases of infantile spinal paralysis. |The 
last two mentioned diseases are now classed among the 
contagious diseases but whether they are contagious or 
how transmitted is still open to debate. 

In West Lebanon there have been four cases of searlet 
fever and four cases of typhoid fever. 

The water supplied to the village :of West Lebanon 
by the Hartford Water Co., during a period from Oct. 
29, 1914 to Jan. 24,1915 was largely taken from the 
Connecticut river and a small resevoir at the foot of 
Sargents Ravine. 

Frequent analysis of this water gave evidence of 
breaks in the chain of protection used, whieh clearly 
proves the constant menance to health attending this 
source of supply. 

The Hartford Water Co., propose developing an addi- 
tional supply at Beaver Meadow. When this is accom- 
plished it will forever do away with the necessity for 
pumping water from, the Connecticut river. 

In Lebanon proper no sickness has occured which 
could be attributed to the water unless the quite gener- 
al gastro-intestinal disturbance during the past month 
might have been caused by the surface water after the 
heavy rains. 

Many requests for abatement of nuisances have been 
made and have réceived attention and when found un- 
satisfactory the responsible parties have in the most 
part kindly complied with our recommendations in re-

gard to them. 

In West Lebanon there is a need of a suitable dump- 
ing place where all refuse could be placed and cared 
for without becoming a public nuisance. 

Such a public dump exists in Lebanon but it should 
be made more emphatic that all rubbish should be de- 
posited on that dump and do away with other unsight- 
ly and unsanitary places which have heretofore existed.
